"  to  represent  ;  hut  in  answer  to  his  enquiries,  he 
"  ivas  told,  that  this  in  due  time  would  be  known, 
"  and  moreover,  that  his  party  would,  if  the  scheme 
"  went  on  well,  take  a  Thousand  Shares."  *  * 
"  Mr.  Sorby  was  as  indignant  as  the  Provisional 
"  Committee,  at  the  manner  in  which  he  had  himself 
"  been  treated,  and  expressed  himself  as  strongly 
j  "  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  F.  C.  Fairbank ."  ( See  Sheffield 
Mercury,  14th  May,  1836.

Sir — The  Extract  above  given,  from  the  published  Ad- 
dress of  the  Provisional  Committee  of  the  lately  exploded 
"  Joint  Stock  Ale  and  Porter  Brewery  Company,"  prove  so 
clearly  the  way  in  which  you  proceed  in  compounding  your 
schemes  of  mischief  and  imposition,  I  am  induced  to  refer  to 
them  for  the  purpose  of  shewing  that  in  your  attack  upon  me, 
you  have  had  recourse  to  the  very  same  base  and  discreditable 
means  employed  by  you  on  the  occasion  which  called  forth 
the  indignant  Address  from  which  I  have  quoted.
